THE DISTILLERS’ BILL. 
ARGUMENT IN ITS FAVOR. 
Mpecial Dispateh to The Tribune, 

Wasuixeron, D. C., May 17.—The Commit- 
tee of Iinois distillers sent here to aid in the 
passage of the Leakage bill have. at the request 
of the Committee on Ways and Means; pre- 
pared an argument setting forth the condition 
of the alcobol industry, and the effect of exist- 
ing laws upon it.

The Democratic Oonvention yesterday 
nominated a full ticket of five candidates for 
the Circuit Judgeships. Judges Roczrs and 
McAuiisTzer are at present on the Bench. 
The others are Messrs. M. F. Turzx, Tuomas 
A. Moran, and Wan H. Baxyom. Mr. 
Torr has been named for judicial office ro- 


| peatedly; the other two gentlemen, though 


conspicuous as Democrats, have not been 
named as candidates until recently. There 
were other candidates before the Convention, 
and it is, perhaps, a measure of retributive 
justice that of all those who were active and 
instrumental in forcing the Democrats to 
make party nominations for the Bench not 
one was nominated. - 

There has been at no time any serious ob- 
jection on the part of Republicans or of con- 
servative citizens generally to the re-election 
of Judges McAuuistzr and Rona. Every 
proposition for joint action of the two par- 
ties in the nomination and election of the 
Judges included these two gentlemen among 
those to be re-clected.

WHEN DOES AN IRISHMAN “CEASE TO 
BE IRISH? 

The nomination by Mayor Hazzmon of 
Mr. Day Was to be Police Justice in the 
West Division of the city has given rise to 
the discussion of the interesting question, 
When does an Irishman cease to be an Irish- 
man? And if this be not sufficient to ex- 
eite general interest, we give the facts 
touching a recent British legal decision, to 
the effect that a person born in Chicago, the 
son of a naturalized American citizen who 
was born in Ireland, is legally an Irishman. 
The facts of these cases are substantially as 
follows: 

Mr. Dam Ware has been a resident of 
Chicago for more than thirty years. He is a 
naturalized citizen. During all that time he 
was reputed to have been an Irishman by 
birth, and has been put forward as a 
creditable representative of that branch of 
the American political family. He has al- 
ways been a respected and influential mem- 
ber, and, if we mistake not, frequently 
President, of some one or more of the Hiber- 
nian societies, and has officiated repeatedly, 
perhaps, as Chief Marshal of the grand pro- 
cessions of the Irish associations on the 
occasion of the annual celebration of St. 
Patrick s Day. Universally reputed to be, 
and as universally accepted as, a son of the 
Emerald Isle, he might have finished his 
life without exciting a doubt on that subject 
had it not been for the matter of office-seek- 
ing. Mr. War has held numerous public 
offices in this city, and was one of the 
first Justices of the Peace appointed 
under the new Constitution in 1871. In 
1875 he was a candidate for reappointment, 
but, as is often the case, had several compet- 
itors, also of Irish birth. The number of 
Justices being limited, the objection was 
made that it would not do to have all the 
appointees of that nationality, and, to meet 
that objection, it is said that Mr. Waren 
placed himself in the breach by certifying 
on oath that he was not an Irishman, and 
had never been, but that he was born in En- 
gland, and was therefore an Englishman ; 
hence, if he was appointed, he should be 
charged against or crédited to, as the case 
may be, England, and not Ireland. The 
then Governor, for some reason or oth- 
er, did. not take kindly to the English- 
man, and did not appoint Mr. Waren, but 
did appoint an Irishman in his place. 
That was four years ago. This year 
Gov. Ovttom dropped one of the Irishmen, 
and appointed the Englishman, Mr. Warsz. 
Mayor Hanno, doubtless recognizing his 
ability and integrity, nominated Mr. Waren 
as Police Justice, and the City Council have 
it under consideration whether he shall be 


‘confirmed or not. 


There are one or two, perhaps more, per- 
sons of Irish birth in the City Council, and 
there is a loud demand, in and out of the 
Council, that Mr. Waren shall not be con- 
firmed. There is no objection as to his flt- 
ness for the office, nor tothe fact that he 
is an Englishman, but there is an objection | 
to him that, after thirty or forty years’ dis- 
tinction as an Irishman, after reaping the 
honors, the glory, the offices, and the re- 
wards, and all the glorious associations of 
being an Irishman, he should, for the mere 
sake of getting an office, go back on_his past 
avow himself an Englishman. 

The Dublin papers bring us the ‘proceed. 
ings of a judicial inquiry by the Visitors of 
Trinity Oollege,—the Master of the Rolls 
and Judge Lonerozp being present. It ap- 
pears that Mr. James 8. Jouwston, who was 
at one time a member of the banking-firm of 
Swirt, Jounston & Oo., of this city, left 
Ireland, and took up his residence in Chica- 
go about the year 1854; that while living in 
this n son, Swirt Pam Jonvsrox, was 
born in 1857; that in 1860 the father was 
maturalized, and became a citizen of the 
United States; that in 1872 the father and 
his family returned to Ireland, and have re- 
sided there ever since. The boy was entered 
at Trinity College, the students of which are 
required to be Irish subjects of the British 
Crown. In June, 1878, at the ennual dis- 
tribution of honors, seven students were 
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were open to évery one of his country- 


men. In 1873, Mr. O Hun went fo Europe, 
and then, for the first time in his life, did 
he see Ireland. He was born in Scotland, 
and had mever placed foot in Ireland until 


Now here are three bases, —the Walan, 
the Jonxsrox, and the O Han cases,—and, 
taken singly or together, they present the 


question, When does an Irishman begin to 


be Irish, and when does an Irishman cease 
to be Irish? In the Waren case, he became 
an Irishman when he left London and took 
be Irish and became an Englishman when 
be applied to be Justice of the Peace. The 
elder Jouystow was an Irishman in Ireland, 
ceased to be one when he came to Chicago, 
and went back to Irelandan American. The 
junior Jonusron became an Irishman the 
moment he was born in Chicago, and is too 
young yet to have made any change. 
OH became an Irishman when he was 
born in Scotland, and ceased to be one only 
when he died in Chicago. 

Considering that a very large portion of 
English statesmen, soldiers, and philoso- 
phers were born in. Ireland, and most of 
them have called themselves Englishmen, 
and coutidering that there is hardly a civil- 
ized community on the earth where there 
are not Irishmen to be found, it is a ques- 
tion, Are all the Irish boru in Treland, and 
how and why is it that so many men born in 
Ireland are ranked as belonging to other 
nations? In the meantime, is Davin 
Waren, J. P., an Irishman or an English- 
man ? 
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ANCIENT SUNDAY STATUTES. 

It may serve to illustrate some of the blun- 
dets into which preachers who make ser- 
mons on ‘‘ Sabbath-Breaking ” habitually fall 
if we give a brief synopsis of English laws 
upon the subject, from the earliest times 
down to the date of the American Revolu- 
tion. 

Prior to the statute of 1676, any act done 
on Sanday, except in proceedings of Courts, 
was of the same binding force as if per- 
formed on any other day. Parliament sat on 
that day, for in the reign of Enwazp I., in 
1278 and 1305, three statutes were made on 
Sunday. Nor did the first restraining laws 
make any distinction between Sundays and 
other holy days. Thus, the statute of 28 
Epwanp III., Cap. 14, in 1357, says: ‘‘Shew- 
ing of wools [I ¢., by merchants} shall be 
made at the staple every day in the week 
except the Sunday and solemn feasts of the 
year.” No further enactment was made 
touching the matter in question for nearly 
100 years; but in 1448 was passed the 
act of 27 Haun VL, Gap. 3, en- 
titled, Certain days wherein fairs 
and markets ought not to be kept, 
which sets forth that The King hath or- 
dained that all manner of fairs and markets 
in said principal feasts [of Ascension, Corpus 
Christi, Assumption, and All Saints] and 
Sundays and Good Friday shail clearly 
cease from all shewing of any goods or 
merehandises (necessary victual only ex- 
cept)”; but in recognition of ‘the fact that 
there had previously been no such restric- 
tion, itis provided that Nevertheless, of 
his special grace [the King] granted to them 
power which of old time had no day to hold 
their fair or market, but only upon the festi- 
val days aforesaid, to hold the same authori- 
ty and strength of his old grant within three 
days next before said feasta or next after.” 

The act of 4 Enwagrp IV., Cap. 7, in 1464, 
seems.to have been occasioned by some spe- 
cial irritation from the dishonesty of leather- 
dressers and shoemakers; for, after sundry 
stringent provisions applying to them gen- 
erally, it is provided that No person, cord- 
wainer, or cobler, within the City of London 
N upon any Sunday in the year, or in 
the feasts of the Nativity or Ascension of our 
Lord, or in the feast of Corpus Christi, shall 
sell or command or do to be sold any shoes, 
huseaus, or galoches, or upon the Sunday, or 
any of said feasts, shall set or put upon the 
feet or legs of any person any shoes, hu- 
seaus, or galoches.” This statute was re- 
pealed in 1522, but re-enacted in part in 
1604, ! 

In 1652 was passed “An act for keeping 
holy days and feasting days (Saad 6 Edw. 
IV., Cap: 3), the preamble of which is an in- 
structive example of the pains taken by all 
Christians, Catholic and Protestant, prior to 
the seventeenth century, to deny that Sun- 
day, or any other holy or feast day, pos- 
sessed of itself arfy sacredness or any higher 
claim to observance than that of convenience 
for the purpose of uniformity in worship. 
It runs thus: “ Forasmuch as at all times 
men be not so mindful to laud and praise 
Gen . . as their bounden duty doth 
require: therefore, to ‘call men to remem- 
branee of their duty and help their infirmity, 
it hath been, wholesomely provided. that 
there should be some certain times and days 
appointed wherein the Christian should 
cease from all kinds of labors; . . . 
neither is it to be thought that there is 
any certain time or definite number 
of days prescribed in Holy Scripture, 
but that the appointment, both of time and 
also of the number of the days, is left by the 
authority of Gon’s word to the liberty of 
Curist’s Church to be determined and as- 
signed orderly in every country by the dis- 
cretion of the rulers and ministers thereof, 
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In 1558 ( Hlis., Cap 2, Bes) 14) was 


passed the first law requiring attendance 


upon public worship upon every Sunday, 
and other days ordained ¢ a RO a 
as holy days,” upon pa Tr 
and a fine of twelvepences. 

Fhe English Puritans of the time of 
James I. were the first to impose the name 


and character of the Jewish Sabbath upon 
the first day of the week, and those who, 


came to America brought the name and the 
idea with them. To that seventeenth-cen- 


tury influence, and not to any scriptural or 


ecclesiastical teaching of any earlier time, 
are we indebted for sermons on ‘Sunday-ob- 
servance such as that preached by the Rev, 
Mr. Parxuuner, and reported in Tax Tar- 
une of Monday last. The doctrine held on 
that subject by most evangelical Christians 
is not yet three hundred years old. ws 

In 1625 was passed u law (1 Car. I., Oap. 1) 
that There should be no meetings, assem- 
blies, or concourse of people out of their 
own parishes on the Lord's day, for any 


sports or pastimes whatsoever; nor any 


bear-baiting, bull-baiting, mterludes, ¢om- 
mon plays, ot other unlawful exercises or 
pastimes used by any persons within their 
own patishes.” This statute,” says BLAUE 
stonz, “does not prohibit, but rather im- 
pliedly allows, any innocent recreation or 
amusement within their respective parighes, 
even on the Lord's day, after Divine, service 
is over”; and, in point of ‘fact, both Omanizs 
I. and his father before him issued proclama- 
tions encouraging such amusements after 
Divine service. 

In 1676 was enacted the well-known 
*Lord's-Day act” of 29 Car, H., Oap. 7, 
which prohibits generally all work, labor, 
and business on Sunday, exeept works of 
necessity and charity, and whieh, with more 
or less modification, forms the basis of all 
Sunday laws now extantin the United States. 
Exceptions to this law in favor of hackney. 
coachmen, fishwomen, and chairmen were 
enacted in 1694, 1699, and 1710, and a clau e 
prohibiting bird-hunting was subsequently 
added; but it remained in substance until 
alterations and repeals of English laws ceased 
to have any force in this country. 

CHAMPAGNE WINES, 

Champagne occupies the same position in 
the kingdom of wines that becfsteak does in 
the kingdom of flesh,—the only difference 
being that champagne is an aristo erat and 
beefsteak a commoner. Champagne being a 
luxury, is costly ; and beefsteak, being staple 
necessity, is cheap. They meet on the com- 
mon ground that every one likes both. Every 
one who drinks wine likes. champagne. 
Even teetotalers like it, though they do not 
like to drink it, and are safe against its fasci- 
nations because with them a theoretical 
principle is superior to a sensual taste. Men 
may differ about other wines. Some like 
the Rhine vintages, while others would as 
soon drink vinegar. One conn®isseur will 
prefer claret and on no account touch sherry, 
while another demands port and thinks it 
the only fit thing to drink, while still another 
thinks that Burgundy is preferable to the 
others we havenamed. But when it comes 
to champagne there is no question. People 
may differ as to brands of it; but all cham- 
pagus is good, and it adapts itself to the 
requirements of every palate, no matter how 
exacting it may be. 

An English writer, Mr. Hur VII, 
has recently printed a book upon champagne 
which gives some interesting information as 
to its manufacture. The foundation is the 
must. In its passage through the vats the 
scum and the sediment are carefully re- 
moved, and the wine is then poured into 
casks and placed in a cool cellar during part 
of the winter, during which time a slow fer- 
mentation goes on. When the spring ar 
rives and the fermentation ceases, the wine 
is ready for mixing with the products of 
other vineyards which are to. establish ita 
flavor, On this point Mr. Vieerztiy 
says: The aim is to combine and develop 
the special qualities of the respective orus, 
body and vinosity being secured by the red 
vintages of Bouay and Verzenay, softness and 
roundness by those of Ay and Lizy, and 
lightness, delicacy, and effervescence by the 
white growths of Avize and Cramant. The 
proportions are never absolute, but vary 
according to the manufacturer’s style of 
wine and the taste of the countries which 
form his principal markets.” When the 
blending is thoroughly effected, the wine is 
bottled and placed in cellars whose tempera- 
ture is skillfully managed. Then the second 
fermentation commences. The carbonic. 
acid gas is developed and a sediment is de- 
posited. The bottles are then cod in 
slanting racks and shaken daily by a peculiar 
manipulation, which in time forms the sedi- 
meut into a sort of muddy ball that lodges 
in the neck of the bottle. The worknian 
then ancorks the botélé and ejects. the ball. 
A little liqueur. is added, the bottle is re. 
corked by machine, ahd then, after another 
shaking to mix the wing. and liqueur, and a 
short period of rest, it is ready for the mar 
ket,—its future excellence depending largely 
upon the time it has rested and the date of 
the vintage. No wine has so much care er- 
pended upon its manufacture. There is no 
wine ig. which manufacturers take so much 
pride. If the purchaser buys intelligently 
there is no wine so good or so healthy.

The statistics recently "published by Dr. Mo- 
Ret concerning suicide in France may throw 
some light on the same disease in other coun- 
tries. They cover a period of forty-five years, 
and show a steady increase in each successive pe- 


| riod of five years. The annual number, which 


was 3,317 in 1831-88, rose to 6,107 in 1871-75. The 
num are more remarkable if the ratio per 
100.000 inhabitants be taken, This was about 
six for the first five-years’ period, seven for the 
second, eight for the third, and so on, till iu 
1871-’75 it reached at a bound 16,800, or nearly 17 
suicides per 100,000 inhabitants. This is ex- 
plained by the terrible events of which France was 
the theatre in that period. After political compli- 
cations, age is one of the most influential causes 
of suicide in France. ‘The suicides increase reg- 
ularly with the age, and the maximum is found 
between 70 and 80. This result is. eon 
trary to an opinion pressed by Escumo, 
that the old man, strongly attached to life, com- 
mits suicide rarely. It is more difficult to com- 
prehend the increase of suicides among children 
under 16. Mr. Mores further shows that men 
kill themseives four times more frequently than 
women, and that, eliminating the two petreme 
seasons, winter and summer, which act in nearly 
the same way on both sexes, the suicides of men 
are more frequent in spring, those of women in 
autumn. Married men commit suicide half as 
often as bachelors, and one-third ag often as 
widowers. —

that early in the season are white with wild -cher- 
ry blooms. Like many of the Swiss vales, how- 
ever, the Vale of Argelez is the home of cre- 
tinism and the goitre.

ber absence from the great religious ceremonies 
at Loudres was and much commented 
upon.

MASS FOR THE DEAD. 

HOW IT 18 PERFORMED AT A RITUALISTIC 
CHURCH IN PHILADELPHIA. 
—Philadeiphig Press. 

Episcopalians will be interested in the fact 
that a requiem mass bas been performed at one 
of their churches. The clergy of St. Clement s, 
Wednesday morning at the early hour of 7, held 
what is there called an Eucharistie service,“ 
for the repose of the soul of the Rev. James De 
Koven, D. D., whe during his lifetime was one 
of the shining lights of ritualism. The Rector 
of St. Clement's, the Rev. O. S. Prescott, a warm 
friend of the dead clergyman, gave notice be- 
fore beginning bis sermon of last Sunday, of the 
ntended service, adding that his own relations 
with the late Dr. De Koven were of the closest 


| and kindést. To him the deceased had made 


his first confession, and with him had kept up a 
correspondence after circumstances had led 
them to fields of labor far apart. He mentioned 
Dr. De Koven’s call to St. Mark’s Chureh in 
this city, and made a pathetic reference to his 
death amid obloquy and odium, brought 
upon him chiefly by his advocacy of the ultra 
ritualistic doctrine regarding the consecrated 
elements of the Eucharist. Description of the 
interior of St. Clement’s, the dress, attitudes, 
and gestures of its clergy, and the peculiar ob- 
servances on the part of the people would now 
be but a twice or thrice told tale. Suffice it to 
say that lamps, banners, and crucifixes were all 
in their piaces, and that the congregation must 
have numbered about 300. The high altar was, 
of course, draped with black. Only one ligbi 
burned before it, and black stripes hid a por- 
tion of the lofty white screen in the rear. The 
thirty candles upon the altar were all lighted. 
As the habitues of St. Clement’s came in, nearly 
an ot them bowed to the eross on the altar as 


they entered their pews, and many of them not 


only bowed, but knelt, or, to use the technical 
ritualistic term, genuflected part way or all the 
way to the floor and crossed themselves before 
passing their pew-doors. Others not so particu- 
lar made merely an inclination of the bead, 
which anvwhere else would have been properly 
called a nod. All rose and remained standing 
while the cross and taper and banver-bearers, 
the choristers and band, about forty in all, and 
last of all the Rev. Mr. Mortimer, marched up 
the aisle. At the first strains of Cherubini’s 
Mass in D mivor, the Rev. Messrs. Prescott, 
Maturin, and Converse entered the chancel 
from a side door and proceeded to the altar, in 
front ot which they stood with their backs to 
the congregation, Father Prescott in the 
middie, and Messrs. Matarin and Converse as 
Deacon and Sub-Deacon on bis right and left. 
The Kyrie Nelson was then recited, and the Eu- 
identical, except in the 
omission of incense, with the solema High Re- 
quiem Mass of the Roman Catholic Church pro- 
ceeded. For the Creed iu the Communion service 
of the Episcopal Church was substituted the Dies 
Tre, and for the Gioriain Erce-sis the beautiful 
Agnus Dei of the older branch of the Catholic 
Church. These alterations in the Protestant 
ritual produced, so far as the musical parts were 
concerned, an exact uniformity between the two 
services. Father Mortimer wicided the leader’s 
baton as usual. At the conciusion of the XAyrie 
the three clergymen ascended the steps and took 
their places at the gitar. Mr. wore a 
girded alb and purple chasuble with large em- 
broidered cross. 

Mr. Maturin (on. Ahe Gospel side) worea 
girded alb with purple stole put on diagonally. 
Mr. Converse, as Sub- „ wore an alb 
simply. After the Ayrie, given, like the rest 
of the music, with grand effect, Mr. Prescott 
read the burial collect, beginning, O, Merciful 
God,” in a fair style of ministerial elocution, 
which was a grateſul change after the intoning. 
In the ante-Communion service of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church the Lord's Prayer, Creed, 
and Commandments are followed by the Epis- 
tle Gospel. The former, I. Thess. IV., 13-16, 
was ready by Mr. Converse, after which, instead 
of the announcement of the Gospel, answered 
by the congregation with a joyous ascription of 
praise to God, the choir chanted the Die Ira. 
The Rev. Mr. Maturin then intoned the Gospel, 
after which, while the Offertory was being taken, 
the elements were brought from the credence 
table and placed upon the altar. The alms, re- 
ceived at the entrance to the sanctuary, were 
placed upon the altar by the Rev. Mr. Prescott, 
who then read the prayer for the chnrch mili- 
tant, and, turning toward the people, repeated 
the invitation: Te who truly,” etc. The con- 
fession, absolution accompanied with the sign of 
the cross, and the Trisagion were ſutoned by the 
Rev, Mr. Maturin, and were followed bv the 
Sanctus with fine effect. In consecrating the 
elements, Father Prescott stood before the mid- 
dle of the altar with his back to the congrega- 
tion, in the attitude of a priest of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and, as is customary in that 
communion, lifted first the bread and then the 
wine with both hands above his bead till they 
became visible tothe people. At the end of 
the consecration follows, in the Episcopal serv- 
fee. another long and very beautiful prayer, 
instead of which, on this occasion. the choir 
saug a on hymn, followed by the

The sign of the 
cross Wee Gad over paten and chalice by the 
celebrant and bis assistant, or deacon, as they 
turned toward the body of the church, and the 
communicants, before retiring, kneeled o the 
cross upon the altar.

Renewing now our search for the facts, we 
inquire whether the 215 years of sujourn in 
ot was one period of uniform growth, or 
whether it comprised several periods in which 
different tendencies were manifested, Upon 
close examination it appears that the latter was 
the case. We can dimly discern the outlines of 
five different periods, numbering about 100, 
twenty, twenty, seventy, and five years respect- 
‘ively. In the first oerigd there was a very bigh 
ratio of increase. In the second period the ratio 
t the aggregate increase (which 


had bu 
alone impressed Pharaoh’s eyes) was frightful. 


In the third period the aggregate increase 
though still great, is no greater than fa period 
second, showing à great decline in ratio. In the 
fourth period population sways siowly from 
gradual increase to stationary, and then declines. 
In the fifth, the sbort period, a rapid decline 
sets in. It required the who'e forty rears of 
liberty and favorable cireumstances in the wilder- 
ness to arrest this declining tendency, and start 
the nation again on a carcer of increase. 

Before proceeding further we must consider 
the most curious, as well as one of the most 
important, of the facts with which we have to 
deal. The early Israelites were a tribe of men. 
Abraham had eight sons, no daughters. Isaac 
had two sons, no daughters. Jacob had twelve 
sons, one daughter. The younger progeny, at 
the last full account we have of them, were 
fifty-five males, one female. This curious fam- 
ily trait ie common enonghin all ages, only it 
does not usually run to such an extent. Once 
established asa confirmed trait it is plain that 
it would not immediately disappear. We would 
naturally expect it to continue, to some extent, 
as long as they took their wives mainly from 
other and less vigorous races, or until their 
own native vigor had declined. The absence of 
female births at first was a mercy, as well as a 
help to rapid increase. ‘Ihe family tree was not 
yet broad enon to allow intermarriace. 
Daughters of -a distinguished family must have 
distinguished husbands, and that would have 
separated them and their children from 

It wul not do to say that there 
must have been more than two females to 
sixty-eight miles. We have the pames of them 
all. Dinah and Serah are explicitly named as 
women; and all the others are explicit'y nam- 
dd as sons. The pitiful blight of Dinah’s lile 
we know. Serab stands glorious and alone like 
the Madonna. ‘The absence of female births, 
the prevalence of polygamy, and the early 
fecundity of the race, are the three roots from 
which the tree arose which so threatened to 
cover the whole earth.

The sacred bistorian lays before us these unt- 
gual and pecular circuinstances. With strong 
and graphic language de depicts to us 
the wonderful results, tells us of the 
alarm and the cruei repressive measures of the 
Egyptians, and gives us finally statistics per- 
ſectly ia harmony with what has gone before. 
This ought to command respectful considera- 
tion at least; yet in the face of it all infidels are 
fond of telling us what the increase of Israel 
must have been, using for rule and compass the 
vital statistics of the United States, or some old, 
settled community. This is beggin the ques- 
tion, proving that the Bibie lied by first assum- 
ing that it lied. itis worse than if ove should 
take some New-Zagland town, where births ay- 
erage less than three to the marriage, and argue 
against the recorded facts of its pioncer days 
when births averaged ten to the marriage. 

As the whole is equal to the sum of its parts, 
perspicuity is favored by following the career of 
only one tribe. We choose the tribe of Koh- 
raim, because we have more of its history than 
we have of any of the others, and — it has 

ost of 
the other tribes began the period of sojourn with 
from five to eleven males. Ephraim was but a 
boy 5 years old, and caine out 40,500 men. When 
seventy-ope years of the period of prosperity and 
favor had Joseph died, as we learn from 

oy deg At that time the third generation 
of Epbraim’s children had appeared, probably on 
several collateral branches of the family tree. 
This allows a littie over twenty vears to the gene- 
ration. We have twenty-nine years left of the 
first period of 100 years; time tor one H not 
two generations more. We compute, however, 
the probable numbers of the third generation, 
and allow the whole balance of the time for that 
generation to develop its numbers, for child reu 
to grow up, and for the lagging divisions of our 
family host to fall into line, that we may count 
them and take a pew start. Many members of 
the fourth generation must have appeared, but 
we treat them as not yet born, and ouly count 
them in the next period. Ephraim himself ap- 
pears not to have entered polygamy, but to have 
loliowed the example of bis admirable father, 
He bad, however, at least ten sons, as the names 
of that many are recorded. Perhaps he had 
more. Two of these sons were slain in battle 
(I Chron., 7, 21). As they may have been young 
and childlese we compute the first generation of 
sons as eight. To these eight young Princes we 
allow an average of five wives and twenty chil- 
dren, over and above those dying in eariv years. 
This will appear a very moderate estimate 
when we covsider the circumstances, and 
remember Gideon's seventy sons, King Reho- 
boam’s eichty-eight children, and King ‘Abij am’s 
thirty-eight. children. Thus the second gen- 
eration in Epbraim numbers 160. In this gen- 
eration there was also one daughter, apparent! 
the first one im the tribe. She was nam 
Sherah, in see compliment to Jacob’s only 
anddaughter Serah. A rank was accorded 
er in keeping with the ousness and 
rarity of daughters; and the building of three 
cities is ascribed to her,—Uzzen Snerah, and the 
two Beth Horons. She appears to have married 
a Philistine Prince. No trouble is yet en- 
countered by the 160 young men in obtaining or 
. wives. Vitality is, how- 
ever, a checked, and female births begin 
to appear. We compute for them an average 
of five wives and fifteen children each. This a 
total of of which number we set down 
2.000 as males. At this point Pharaoh and the 
Egyptians take {mebt. Had they possessed 
sagacity enough to let alone until luxury and 
over-fecundity had time to work their natural 
results, Israel's rapid increase might have been 
checked.

They have accepted their position,—a poor, hum- 
drum, spiritiess, clay-kneading, idol-serving, 
onion-eating existence. We compute their 
numbers as slowly-rising, during the first forty 
years of the period, from 30,000 to a little over 
41,000, remaining stationary for twenty-five 
years, and theo rm 4 to 41,000 again. We 
find from Exodus, ii., that the Pharaoh who 
sought to kill Moses died at the end of this 
period. He was simpty a level-headed tyran 
who wanted no sentimental abolitionists aroun 
nim, and who aimed to get the maximum of 
work out of his serfs, without wishing them 
any special harm. He was succeeded by the 
Pharaoh of the Exodus, @ cruel, o 
fanatical fool, after the style of Antiochus 
Epiphanes,—a sovereign capable of making the 
lives of his bondsmen bitter for no more sub- 
stantial reason than that be bated them and 
their God. 

We now reach the last and shortest period, 
which we assume to be five years. Life became 
almost iusupvortable. They had been patient 
under the well-adjusted yoke of the previous 
reign, but uuder these new and wanton im posi- 
tions human nature gave way. To breathe was 
to sigh, and wearivess bad no relief save in 
bitter tears and crying. Last of all wisdom be-

The claim ap- 
plied to beast as well as to man, and its retro- 
active application would require a wide-spread 
petty miracle to pick out the first born sheep 
and goats; but the absurdity of their assump- 
tion is nothing to them, as long as they have 
game in sight. ‘The first boru are to be num- 
bered directly, and amount to 22,273, for the 
whole twelve tribes. (Numbers, HI., 48.) Forth- 
with the sapient scoffers make merry about the 
number of children each mother in Israel must 
have borne. The apparent facts are these: 
Among 600,000 men the normal rate of marriage 
would be about 30,000 per year, or 150,000 for 
the last five years of bondage. So great was the 
hopelessness and misery of the people that few 
nuptials had been. celebrated, leaving 120,000 
men unmarried that would willingly have taken 
wives. While Ln writhing under the 
ten plagues these yo men had rest and social 
rivileges: and on the further shore of the Red 
at least half of them married. From these 
marriages, over 60, 0% in number, there came. 
according to the time of life, 44,000 births; and 
the 22,273 of Numbers, II., 43 are the males of 
this sacred company, the first. born of ffeedom.

Formerly the Roman Catholic papers were 
filled with announcements of the consnicucus 
sums of money continually placed at the feet of 
Pius IX. Now, instead, we bear as repeatediy 
of the munificent amounts given by Leo XIII. 
for charitable purposes. On the occasion of 
Easter his Holiness distributed 26,000 francs to 
indigent persons and pious institutions, without 
taking into account special subsidies granted to 
convents and educational establishments in 
Rome and elsewhere. 


The English papers are calling attention to 
the fact that the expense of the American re- 
vision of the Bible is borne by private means. 
One of them says: Bible revision would ap- 
pear to have princely patrons in the United 
States. During the six years in which the re- 
visers have been at work the expenses have been 
heavy. They spend three half days im each 
month in the Bible House at New York, and the 
outlay for traveling and entertainment has to 
be defrayed. Yet no appeal has been made to 
the weneral public. All the expenses have thus 
far been defrayed quietly by a few munificent 
and modest friends.” 

It is a question which the Methodist General 
Conference itself will have to settle next year 
whether Bishops shall be elected in place o 
those who have died since 1872,

The week which bas just closed has been notable 
for its piano recitals, and these have introduced to 
us Miss Amy Fay, a lady who now belongs to our 
own musical circles, and Mr. William H. Sher- 
wood, of Boston, who has made a flying visit, and 
left behind him a reputation which will always se- 
cure for him a warm welcome hereafter. Miss Fay 
has given three recitals with a set of programmes 
that have been extremely interesting without being 
too severe. Beethoven has been represented dy 
the Sonata in D major and the first movement of 
the B flat major concerto, with the Moscheles ca- 
denza; Chopin, by the ballade in & minor, and the 
nocturnes in F major and F sharp major; Liszt, by 
his transcription of the **Soinning Song from 
the Flying Dutchman, the intricate ‘‘ Gnomen- 
Reigen, and the Fourteenth,Rhapsody; and the 
following single numbers: The Gavotte from 
Glack’s Don Juan, the Bourree in A minor 
by Bach, Schumann's Des Abends, Kullak’s 
**Laendiicher Reigen, a Gigue by Haesler, 
**Canzonet” by Jensen; he Fairy Story, by 
Raff; one of the Mendelssohn ‘*Songs Without 
Words”; Schubert’s Impromptu, op. 142; 
Paine’s suite of five members, entitled Country 
Scenes, *’ and Field's Nocturne in C minor. There 
can be no complaint as to the matter of the pro- 
grammes. There isnot a dull number in them, 
and they reflect credit upon Miss Fay's good taste. 
Hitherto this lady has appeared in our concert 
rooms in fragmentary numbers which have not 
offered an exhaustive test of her capacity as a con- 
cert-player, but any one of these three recitals 
supplies a basis for judgment in that respect. The 
result only emphasizes what many must have 
feared, namely, that while she is an artist of rare 
musical endowment, she cannot take a high posi- 
tion in the concert-room. It is no secret that 
Miss Fay has been a close student, and has been 
brought up in an atmosphere of music. No one 
could come away from studies with such men as 
Tausig, Kullak. Liszt, and Deppe, without gather- 
ing from each the materials that go to make up 
an artist and without eurich themselves music- 
ally. As the result of her studies with these mas- 
ters she has true musical feeling, 4 remarkable 
memory, an exquisite taste, a tho 
ey grasp of composition, and a technique.

THE FASHIONS, 
LONG VS. SHORT SKIRTS. 
New York sun. 

The war between long and short skirts is over, 
or, rather, bas been transferred to the line which 
divides the long basque from the pointed cor 
sage with paniers. The reign of the long skirt 
is over, and the long basque is surely moribund. 
By the middle or end of summer all corsaces 
will be cut short on the hips, pointed back and 
front, and around the hips will swell out the 
bouffant, pleated, or gathered, fullness of 
draperies, intended to simulate the paniers of 
the reign of Louis XVI. Large, stout women 
dread this incoming fashion, but their fears are 
groundless. In the hands of a good modiste, 
the panier draperies can be so arranged as 
actually to conceal obesity better than the most 
cunningly-fitted princess corsage or long basque 
ever did. It must be remembered that the nar-

A ROYAL FUNERAL. 


The Obsequies ef Prince Henry of the Neth - 


erlands. 
Transiatea for The Trivune, froma French journal, 
by Stanley. 

Durr.—On Saturday morning the interment 
of Prinve Henry took place at Deilt, the corpse 
having arrived the previous evening from Lax- 
embourg. The space in front of the station of 
the Rhine was filled with troops, which afforded 
a good opportunity of judging advantageously 
of the different styles of uniforms of the Neth- 
erlanders. The cut of these is a little ancient, 
but the garments are of the best cloth, and 
made up hn much elegance. Sombre colors 
predominate,—the uniform of thé infantry, for
